fronts overseas now had passed the 
1.750,000 mark, General March 
an- 


nounced today. 


He said military news during the 


past week from all fronts had been 
continuously good. 


General 
March read a cablegram 


citing a general order issued by Ma- 
jor General ;H. L. Reed. coirunandhiK 
the loth Scottish Division, 
British 


army, praising the first artillery bri- 
gade ot the first American 
division 


(regulars.) for work in 
co-operation 


with the Scots. The order said the 
lath had nover received such perfect 
assistance 
in "taking over" opera- 


tions, although 
it was realized that 


the American division at that time 
must have been under severe strain 
and 
had suffered severe, casualties. 


On the Lorraine front, where Gen- 


eral PershipB's first American army 
has completed its operation to elim- 
inate the St. Mihif.I salient, the situ- 
ation has. become stabilized, with the 
enemy hurriedly 
perfecting 
a new 


line in front of the Americans.

Bulgarians Face Disaster as Allied Forces Sweep On 


—British Advance in Attacks Near Le Catelet— 


French Capture Boyay, 
South of St. QueEtsn— 


Big Blow in France Imminent 


(By The Associated Press.) 


Driving northward on an ever-wid- 


en ing front, the Serbian and French 
forces in central Macedonia, now men- 
ace .the entire Bulgaria position from 
the Adriatic to Salnniki. 
The cutting 


of the Uskub-Saloniki railway which is 
but nine miles from the new Serbian 
line, would upset completely the Bul- 
garian (iefenses. 


Serbian infantry is moving rapidly 


to.ward the highwa.y_..from Prilep to the 
Vardar river and eight miles southward 
parallel with the road on a front of 


more than 15 miles. At Drogojel. the 
Serbs have advanced 20 miles from Lhe 
Sokol positions. 


The formidable salient driven into 


the Bulgarian line is being extended 
rapidly as the terrain becomes more 
favorable. 
Additional villages 
have 


been liberated. 
A. large number of 


prisoners has been added to the 5000 
already reported. 


Oulgors in .-Precarious Positions 


-Apparently the—Bulgarian resistance 


is very great and there is no 'indi- 
cation of where the enemy intends to 


make a. stand. The Serbs are approach- 
ing Vardar river and the main rail- 
way south from Uskub. 
Should they 


succeed in reach ins the railroad, the 
position of the Bulgarians to the south 
around Lake Doiran would be precar- 
ious. 
The British and Greeks continue

'JP!ease announce to the public at 


larg'e in Lowell through your paper, 
that the staff of this hospital today has 
voted to close the hospital to visitors 
for an indefinite time. 


"This step is made necessary we find 


on account of the ravages of Spanish 
infiuenza in this city and the large 
number of cases of it we are treating 
at Si. John's. 


"We are forced to do this in order 


that the disease will not be spread hy 
persons visiting the hospital, goin- 
away and perhaps unconsciously trans- 
mitting 
1 it. 
Then, too, we have so 


many cases we are caring- for at this 
hospital that the. arrival and depart- 
ure of visitors seriously hampers our 
work and retards our giving the best 
service possible to those who are here 
under our car*. 


"At the present time every available 


bed at this hospital is occupier! by a 
patient, not all of them Spanish in- 
fiuenza patients, of course. 
It is per- 


haps needless to say that every pri- 
vate room and every ward is full to 
capacity and in addition we are car- 
ing for patients who are on cots in 
some of the halls. 


"1 cannot slate the exact number 


of influenza cases we have here at 
the present Lime. "We are not alarmed 
or in a condition suggesting a panic. 
"We have help enough in the hospital 
and the routine progresses smoothly. 
We have voted to close the hospital 
to visitors, believing it to be, for the 
best interest of Lowell and of 
the 


hospital."

Guns in France 


CENTRAL, 
FRANCE,

spondence of The Associated Press) 
—American ingenuity is fast making 
itself felt in the construction of field 
guns in the vast workhouse of the 
ordance branch, of the American army 
here. 


One of the American designs which 


has won strong favor with the French 
experts is the "split trailer" which 
extends back of the gun from the 
wheels down to the ground.

"This is an age of mechanical war- 


fare," said the ofiicer as he pointed 
out the different types, French, Eng- 
lish, American, as well as - German 
and Austrian. 
"There were no ma- 


chine-guns used in the civil war, only 
a few in the Spanish-American and 
Boer 
% wars: more in the Russo-Jap- 


anese and Balkan wars; and now they 
have developed to a foremost place an 
an effective and deadly means of war- 
fare." 


Most of the nations are making two 


forms 
of these machine-guns, 
the 


heavy type weighing about 30 pounds, 
mounted on a tripod and drawn by a 
mule, and the lighter automatic rifle, 
weighing about 15 pounds, tired from 
the shoulder like an ordinary 
rifle 


and carried by hand as it is not much 
heavier than the standard 10-pound 
rifle. 
Both types of these guns fire 


steady streams of lead as the belts 
of bullets are fed into the reservoirs 
the only limit being the .amount of. 
ammunition which 
can 
be carried. 


With each automatic rifle are three 
men, one to fire and two keep up the 
steady feeding of amunition. 


The new type of American machine 


gun makes a favorable appearance in 
this array of makes from all the 
nations. 
Tt is corning over in large 


quantities now, and 
most 
of 
the 


American divisions now arriving come 
with 
their 
machine-gun 
sections 


equipped with 
the 
new 
American 


model. 
At the training camps the 


tests have given the best results, but 
the real test of battle action is still 
to come as most of the divisions on 
the fighting line obtained their ma- 
chine-gun equipment before the new 
model was ready. 


In this same 
arsenal 
one could 


compare the rifles and bayonets of 
all 
the 
combatant 
troops. 
The 


American bayonet looked like a long. 
sharp-edges knife. 
But the French 


bayonet • was 
more 
like a slender 


rapier, two feel long and without cut- 
ting edge, meant for ..stabbing. 
The 


Russian bayonet has no sharp point 
but is like a screw-driver with a 
flat edge, cutting and stabbing at the 
same time. 
, 


And besides the guns of all kinds is 


the ammunition stored in vast quan- 
tities in arsenals and "warehouses 'and. 
in huge parks and ammunition dumps 
all the way from the coast up to tho 
lighting front. 
The great stacks ot 


shells are very orderly in arrange- 
ment. each stack representing a car- 
load, and 
each graded by caliber 


and lot-number. 
Each lot of sheila 


differs slightly in power, and the only 
way to insure uniform accuracy in 
tho fire of a battery is to keep it 
supplied with the same lot of shells. 


Separate from the shells, are 
the 


fuses and grenades kept in small de- 
tached lots owing to their highly ex- 
plosive character. 
In one of theso 


grenade dumps there were 18 differ- 
ent kinds of gas, hand 
and 
riflo 


grenades. 


There are now some S400 men, for- 


merly skilled 
mechanics 
in 
largo 


American facfories, who are enlisted 
soldiers carrying on this huge work of 
keeping up the supply of guns and 
ammunition. 
Realizing the need of 


highly skilled men for this work in 
France, a special 
recruiting cam- 


paign was carried on in many of the ' 
American industrial centers last win- 
ter. 
The result is shown in the 


ctiuigmenl 
of 
the ordnance branch 


with a staff of skilled workmen com- 
paring with the best factory sections. 


It is largely a patriotic service in 


which skilled mechanics have given 
up large wnges to accept the sol- 
diers' pay of $30 a month. 
The fore- 


man of one of the extensive Detroit 
automobile 
factories, 
who 
received 


$200 a 
week, 
is 
now a volunteer 


among these enlisted men receiving 
530 a month. 
There are scores oi" 


cases of this kind. 


On the way from the seacoast 
to 


this great center of .-Vmerican ord- 
nance supply, one sees along the way 
not only 
vast stocks of material and 


guns, but that other very vital factor 
of artillery, the human element, the 
man behind the gun. It Is a stirring 
sight as these huge camps of field 
artillery arc spread out for miles.

He grew up

years and in 11)09 was honorably dis- 
charged.

American bombardment of Metz caused 
a sens-ition in Germany. Many of the

Morton made a very simple but im- 
pressive speech to them on the duties 
of citizenship and these new Ameri- 
can citizens drank it in eargerly. 


Judge Morton took his seat at the 


auditorium at 10 a. m. and did not 
leave the building until after 6 last 
night. With him came United States 
Marshal John J. Mitchell. James Far- 
roll, naturalization examiner; Charles 
Allen, court clerk; Deputy Marshals 
Charles A. (Duke) Farrell and Thom- 
as Pyne. It was expected that about 
2SOO would take rtie oath of allegiance 
yesterday, but many 'were sick, so the 
number was approximately only 2300.

German **Fence Offensive"

new drive, called by them "the offen- 
sive of peace" from Chateau-Thierry 
eastward far into the Champagne 6ec- 
tor. No sooner had the news of the at- 
tack reached the world than the tid- 
ings came that the French, Italian and 
American lines subject to assault were 
standing firmly in every vital part o2 
the front and that it was only by tho 
greatest 
effort 
that the Germans 


pounded their way ahead in the region 
southwest of Rhelrns and astride the 
Marne west of Epernay. 
It was thon 


known that the allies had solved the 
German system of offense 
and were 


able to hold their ground. 
Foch Launcheii Major Attacfea 


On July 18, Marshal Foch, launched 


an attack which 
has changed 
the 


whole complexion of the 
situation. 


From Fontenoy, on the Aisne, west of 
Soissons. to Chateau-Thierry, on

Marno, the German linos were torn to 
pieces and the Marne salient threat- 
ened to collapse. It was only by the 
most savage fighting that the Germans 
succeeded In saving: their army from 
disaster and finally succeeded In re- 
treating across the Veals rlvor. 


Ocrmnn Lines Stormed^ 


On August S the French and British 


stormed the Gorman linos In Picardy 
from tho Ancro river to Morsull, north 
ot Montdldior, and sent 
tho 
enemy 


reeling back toward the Sommo.' Tho 
next day the French crushed In 
tho 


Gorman front south of Montdldloiyand 
then. Unking their llnoa with those of 
British further north forded 
tho In- 


vaders baok to tho eastward. 


Lusa than two wooka later tho Gor- 


man lines southwest of Arras were at- 
tacked and these gave way and the 
forces holding them joined their com- 
rades farther south in a retreat which 
has "now virtually reached the German 
lines during four years of 
warfare. 


These are not simple trenches, but vast 
field fortifications which stretch from 
the North sea,..with few Interruptions. 
to the Swiss frontier. 


This general line of defensive po- 


sitions has become known aa the Hln- 
denburg lino, but to different sections 
of it neve been given names from the 
old German epic of the Niebelungen- 
lied. Thus

Brunhild and Kiemhiltl lines have been 
mentioned In reports from the 
front. 


They are carefully constructed with all 
the science at the commar.d of tho Ger- 
man general staff, and present a for- 
midable barrier to further allied at- 
tacks, 


Trench Xo Stronger Than Troops 


Six months of the warfare of motion, 


however, have taught the allies that a 
trench Is no stronger than the troops 
that man it. In this fact lies the hope 
of the entente nations. Ne\7 methods 
of attack the employment 
of tanks 


anrt a higher morale than ever before 
in the history of the.war will bo ro- 
lied upon in the fighting 10 break the 
enemy's defensive lines and force new 
retreats.

Germany has lost her 
chance

force peace upon 
tho allies 
before 


American armies enter the fight with 
all their strength. This was her hope* 
In March. Losses of a serious nature 
were suffered by the allies during the 
long, battle, but they have been more 
doubly offset' by the Inflowing- Ameri- 
can legions. Germany's losses, on the 
other hand, onnnot 
be made good. 


Hopes blasted, cracked divisions brok- 
en up and seeming victories turned 
into defeats have sapped the morale of 
the German armies, which today are 
on the defensive everywhere.
